A TELLTALE VALISE. 
What May be 


the Clew to a Foul 
Crime. 

fREGCLAR ASSOCIATED YRESS REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, Oct. 31.—The police of this 
city have in their possesion a valise 
which they believe is all the evidence 
that remains of a murder. The valise‘ 
was found last evening in the yards 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. 
It had been cut open, and whatever of 
value that could be made use of by 
the thieves had been taken. They left 
behind, however, papers to the value of 
$65,000. These were mostly first mort- 
gages, and bore the name of W. E. 
Baker, whose residence is believed to 
have béen in Minneapolis. There was 
also a bank book issued by the First 
National Bank of Minneapolis in the 
name of W. E. Baker. Some old pa- 


_pers were from Red Lake Falls, Minn. 


The Chicago authorities have notified 


+ the authorities of Minneapolis and Red 


Lake Falls of their discovery, but have 
not yet received any information that 
would throw light on the identifica- 
tion of the owner of the valise. As 
the valise was found but a short dis- 
tance from the river, it is the theory 
of the police that its owner might 
have been murdered and his body 
thrown into the river. 


Murdered His Mother. 


PROVIDENCE (RN. I.) Oct. 31:-—Mrs. 
Mary Dole of the town of Johnstown 
was shot and killed tonight at her 
home by her son, Thomas McLough- 
lin. The details of the crime are most 
revolting, as the woman was 56 years 
old, was lying sick in bed, and was 
terribly kicked before a bullet through 
her temple put an end to her suffer- 
ings. The murderer was captured.

Holmes Gives Way and 
dobs Teariully. 


The One He Calls His Wile 
Him. 


She Tells of His Doings on 
the Day of Pitzel’s Final 
Disappearance. 


Traveled from Piace to Place Under 
Assumed Nane Testimony 
Nearly All re Defense 
Scores a Strong Point.

(REGULAR PRESS REPORT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 31.—For about 
thirty minutes te@ay the nerve which 
All men have fmarvelied at, forsook 
Holmes and he unk his head into his 
hands and sobbed like a child. Mean- 
while the woman he persists in callin 
his wife, and upom Whom he had pinn 
his highest hopes, sat two yards away 
relating the . that slowly but 
surely tightened noose around his 
neck. Throughout her testimony Miss 
Yorke, for such shé called herself, never 
once bestowed a ing glance upon 
the man she once lived with. 

The case progréssed so swiftly today 
that but few witmesses remain to be 
heard before the closing of the com- 
monwealth'e case., Then the defense 
will open, and in spite of Holmes’s 
statement that hé would himself testify 
‘and also call Miss Yorke, his counsel 
privately stated tonight that the de- 
tense would offer no evidence but sub- 
mit the case on argument alone. The 
attorney expressed confidence in his 
acquittal. Their first victory was 
gained tonight. The defense objected 
to the introduction of any further evi- 
dence touching the alleged murder of 
the children. The Jury were temporarily 
taken to their room. Elaborate argu- 
ment followed, and at the end Judge 
Arnold sustained the contention. 

THE COURT PROCEEDINGS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 31.—When 
privileged persons been admitted 
today the courtroom in which the trial 
of Holmes is progressing, there ap- 
peared almost as Many women as men 
present. Holmes, calm and unmoved as 
was placed in the dock at 10 
o' clock had a long, earnest col- 
loquoy with his counsel. Holmes was 
apparently offering suggestions. He 
appeared brighter and more cheerful 
than at any time since the trial be- 


gan, and after o lors resumed 
their beats. he laughed 
with two court officers, 


The first witness was Sidney I.. — 1 
uels, member of the bar of Fort Worth, 
Tex. He invariably referred to Holmes 
as the individual.” Holmes smiled 
broadly whenever the term was used. 
Dist.-Atty. Graham produced the note 
identified by Mrs. Pitzel, as the one 
Holmes pretended to pay à St. Louis 
bank for which he took 35000 from her. 

Samuels said that the body of the 
note was in his handwriting. Inthelatter 
part of April or early in May, 1894, 
there was in Fort Worth a man known 
as H. M. Pratt, overseeing the erection 
of a three-story structure, as agent for 
Benton T. Lyman, the supposed owner. 
Pratt saw the witness and tried to ne- 
gotiate a loan of $16,000 by mortgaging 
the property. The note was drawn up 
and signed Benton T. Lyman. Subse- 
quently: Pratt claimed.to have lost it, 
and told the witness he had drawn 
up a second note. The note was never 
indorsed, nor the loan made. 

Graham sought to prove that the note 
was never a legal document. Inspector 
Gerry, of the insurance company, was 
recalled, Graham saying he proposed 
to prove by him that Holmes was 
much-married, and that Miss Yorke 
was not his lawful wife, and is there- 
fore incompetent to testify. 

Gerry said that he had seen at the 
prisoner’s house in Willamette, III., a 
woman representing herself as Mrs. 
H. H. Holmes. He identified a pho- 
tograph of her. She was not Miss 
Yorke. Last December the witness told 
Holmes in prison of his visit to Willam- 
ette. Holmes said he wanted to write 
a letter to his wife, and did so, asking 
the witness to mail it. Holmes told the 
witness that he deposited $11,000 of the 
insurance company's money with a Mr. 
Blackman of Chicago, his real estate 
agent, so “Mrs. Holmes” could draw 
upon it. The defense entered a formal 
objection to all evidence of Gerry con- 
2 Miss Yorke, but it was over- 
ruled. 

Miss Yorke, or Mrs. Howard, the al- 
leged wife of the prisoner, was called. 
She gave her testimony in a whisper. 
Holmes gazed steadily at her a few 
seconds. Then he bent forward over 
the little desk, drew a handkerchief, 
and for a moment or two sobbed. 
Qhickly recovering himself, he dried 
his eyes, bowed his head and busily 
engaged himself with his notes, still 
occasionally giving way to a sob. 

Georgiana Yorke, for so she gave her 
name, is a tall. slender woman of about 
25 years, with flaxen hair and blue 
eyes. She was dressed stylishly in 
black. She was living with Holmes in 
Philadelphia at the time Pitzel was 
murdered, and her testimony related 
to the movements of Holmes, whom 
she knew as Howard in this city. 

Were you in St. Louis in June, 1894?”

I remained there as long as 
I was in Philadelphia, four weeks. The 
prisoner was in the copying business. 
looking after leases, deeds, etc.”

“I was in my room on the evening of 
Saturday. September 1. I had been 11 
part of the time in bed.

When he came up he said it 
was a messenger from the Pennsv]- 
vania Railroad, and he was to see tHe 
officials of the company at the messen- 
ger’s house next morning to close out 
contracts for copying.

“Cross-examine,” said the District.

Attorney Rotan of the defense an- 
nounced that the prisoner insisted on 
conducting the cross-examination in 
person. The court consented and 
Holmes addressed his questions trem- 
ulously to the woman he called his 
wife. She never raised her eyes and 
gave her replies in a whisper. The 
crier.repeated them aloud. She said 
Holmes came in the house on Sunday 
afternoon, September 2, 1894, looking 
worried and disturbed. He explained 
that he walked fast. 

At this point Holmes told the court 
that he would reserve whatever ques- 
tions he had until he called the witness 
directly for the defense. The court 
then took a recess until 2 o’clock. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The court reconvened at 2 o'clock. 
Mrs. Pitzel was called and identified 
the clothing which belonged to her hus- 
band. The daughter, Dessa.“ also 
identiffed them and pictures of Howard, 
Nellie and Alice. 

Detective Frank P. Geyer, who traced 
Holmes’s movements throughout the 
country, identified letters written by 
the children to their mother and never 
mailed by Holmes. Later he will tell 
the story of his travels. Geyer was re- 
called. He said he had an interview 
with Holmes in the cellroom of the 
City Hall on November 20, 1894, about 
the body found in the Callowhill- street 
house. Holmes said to him that it was 
not Pitzel’s body, but a substitute. 

“He told me he left the Eleventh- 
street house on Sunday, September 2, 
in the morning and went to New York, 
where he went to a medical student 
and procured a corpse. He put it in a 
trunk and had it taken by a furniture- 
cart driver to Jersey City, where it was 
shipped on the same train to Phila- 
delphia that Holmes came on. He 
reached this city about 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon, he said, and met Fltzel at 
the main office of the Western Tnion 
Telegraph Company and gave him the 
check for the trunk. Then he went up 
to the Eleventh-street house and that 
night went West. The next place he 
saw Pitzel was in Detroit, where he 
met him at the postoffice. I asked him 
where Pitzel and the children were and 
he said in South America. He refused 
to give me the namé of the student 
from whom he got the corpee, saving 
the student was supposed to be dead, 
as years before he and Holmes had 
swindled an insurance company vut of 
$20,000. Besides the student was a pros- 
perous man of family. He would only 
give his name in the event of ng 
brought up for murder. He said h had 
told Pitzel he was to prepare the sub- 
stituted body; to place it on the floor 
with the arm on the breast, put the 
4 and set fire to it.

“A few days before his arrai nme 
for conspiracy, to which he — 
guilty, I saw him in the cellroom, and 
he said the story he had told me about 
the substitution of a body was not 
true, and that the corpse found was 
that of Pitzel. I said: “Well, Holmes, 
if that is the case, then you murdered 
Pitzel and the children.’ He said, ‘No 
I did not.’” 
The detective then related how 
Holmes found Pitzel’s body as already 
published in a statement by Holmes. 

I asked him where the children 
Were,“ said the detective, “and he said 
Minnie Williams had gone to London. 
‘The last time I saw Howard,’ he said 
to me, ‘was in Detroit on the Wednes- 
day preceding my departure for To- 
ronto. Minnie Williams took dinner 
with me at Geise’s Hotel, and I gave 
Howard to her. Then I took the girls 
to Toronto. I put them on a train 
there and left at the first station out- 
side the city. Before leaving Alice I 
pinned $400 on her breast. Alice was 
to go to Niagara Falls, and wait for 
Minnie Williams and Howard, when 
they would all go to London. If you 
go to New York the shipping depart- 
ment there will show you that two 
boys, a girl and a woman went to Lon- 
don. I told Minnie to cut off Nellie’s 
hair and dress her as a boy so as to 
avoid spicion.’ 

| d him what he had done with 
the children’s trunks, and he said that 
when he left Indianapolis to take the 
children to Chicago he left the trunks 
in a hotel on West Madison street and 
never took them away. In June, in 
company with Mr. Perry, I saw him in 
prison, and then he told us he 
given Howard to a man named Hatin 
in Indianapolis, and that was the last 
he had ever seen of him. The last he 
saw of the girl was in Toronto.“ 

Detective Geyer was here tempora- 
rily withdrawn and Graham offered to 
prove the finding of the bones of How- 
ard at Irvington, a suburb of Indian- 
apolis, and the bodies of the girls in a 
cellar of a house in Toronto. The de- 
fense objected, and the jury were taken 
to their room, while a lengthy argu- 
ment of the admissibility of the testi- 
mony on both sides took place. 

Judge Arnold caused a mild sensa- 
tion by deciding that the killing of the 
child had no connection with the trial 
of Holmes for the murder of the 
father, and that no such evidence could 
be introduced. 

This was the first turn in favor of 
Holmes since the beginning of the 
trial, and a decided set-back for the 
commonwealth. The prisoner, how- 
ever, made no sign when he heard the 
decision. Geyer was then put under 
cross-examination. He was asked but 
a few questions and corroborated his 
former statements. 7 

Superintendent of Police Linden of 
this city testified that Holmes made a 
statement to him in his. office about 
January 6 last. He had requested the 
prrivilege of making the statement 
without the knowledge of his counsel.

CHICAGO, Oct. 31~—Two distinct 
earthquake shocks were felt in this city 
at 5:11 o’clo¢k this morning. The em- 
ployees of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, the Postal Telegraph 
Company and the telephone company 
who were on duty, all report feeling 
the shocks. On the eleventh floor of the 
Western Union building the shocks were 
quite noticeable, so much so that the 
men were thrown against their desks 
with a great deal of force.

The ship 
had stores for her own crew, and when 
it came to dividing with the Chinese 
it was found necessary to put all hands 
on a short allowance.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 21.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Another cashier has gone 
wrong at the Russ House. - Watson A. 
Seeley, who, since May last, has been 
employed as book-keeper and cashier 
at that hotel, disappeared from his 
usual haunts on Tuesday evening, and 
two big bags of gold disappeared from 
the office safe at the same time. Since 
that night he has not been seen by his 
family or any of his friends. His wife 
is prostrated with grief over his unac- 
countable actions, and the Pacific 
Suréty Company, which will have to 
make good the amount of the shortage, 
is trying to locate the cashier, with a 
view to prosecuting him for embezzle- 
ment. 

J. S. Young, lessee of the Russ House, 
went to Los Angeles with Gov. Budd's 
party on Saturday to attend Lieut.-Gov. 
Millard’s funeral, and during his ab- 
sence Seeley was monarch of all he 
surveyed in the hotel office. He com- 
menced to @xert his authority by tak- 
ing $32 from the cash drawer. This 
amount he charged to himself on the 
books. The next day he charged him- 
self with $12 more. Manager YOung was 
not expected back from Los Angeles un- 
ur Wednesday, and on Tuesday even- 


ing the cashier helped himself to as 


much money as he could aaa | 
an 
walked off without the formality of 
charging up the amount. 

It was 8:15 o’clock, according to the 
Story of the night-clerk, who had just 
come on duty, when Seeley walked be- 
hind the counter, opened the safe and 
took two sacks of gold. The unsuspi- 
Gious night clerk did not know what 
he was doing, and did not give the oc- 
currence a thought at the time. Next 
morning Seeley did not appear and sev- 
eral people who wanted to catch an 
early train had to wait until an expert 
from one of the safe companies could 
ve sent for before the safe could be 
opened and the money they had op de- 
posit turned over to them. Manager 
Young arrived from Los Angeles a few 
hours later, and no time was lost in 
checking up accounts of the missing 
cashier. 

Two money packages were found 
thissing. One of the bags belonged to 
Charles Coulumbia, an Alaska miner, 
and contained $340 in coin, besides a. 
certificate of deposit in the bank of 
California for $1500. The other be- 
lohged to Frank L. King, another 
Alaska miner, who returned from 
Alaska the week before. This bag con- 
tained $500 in gold coin. Payment on 
the certificate of deposit was stopped, 
and the Pacific Surety Company, which 
had furnished a bond for Seeiey in 
$1000, was notified of the facis. The 
company's detectives are now looking 
for the missing man, and an experi ac- 
countant will commence work on the 
books of the hotel today to determine 
the exact amount of the embezzlement. 

It was only a few months ago that 
Seeley’s predecessor managed to em- 
bezzle a large sum, and, strange as it 
may seem, Seeley was the expert book- 
keeper who detected the shortage. See- 
ley applied for the position after the 
defaulting cashier was thrown into 
jail, and was so highly recommended 
that Manager Young gave him the po- 
sition without the slightest suspicion 
that he Would follow the wicked ways 
of his prédecessor.

NEW YORK CANALS. 


Improvements May Effect a Great 
Saving Per Annum. 

MBGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—The Engi- 
neering News this week discussed edi- 
torially the proposed expenditure of 
$9,000,000 on the New York State canals, 
It shows that if the proposed improve- 
monts reduce the cost of carriage 1 
cent per bushel, which appears prob- 
able, the saving, with a traffic on the 
Erie canal equal to that of 18%, will 
amount to $1,038,000 per annum. It 
deems it likely, however, that with 
the canal deepened and improved as 
proposed, the traffic will increase to 
what it was in 1880, and if this occurs 
the annual saving in the cost of freight 
transportation will amount to $2,812,000, 
or a return of nearly 25 per cent. per 
annum upon the expenditure which 
the State proposes. 

Concerning the objection that a shi 
canal might supersede the Erie canal, 
it says: “A canay rate as low as % 
cent per bushel from Buffalo to New 
York (which seems likely to be reached 
when the proposed improvements are 
made,) amounts to only one-tenth of a 
cent per ton a mile. Remembering 
that freight rates on the open oceans 
on the lines of heaviest traffic and low- 
est rates are often as much as this, 
and seldom less than half of this, it 
ought to be easy to see that even were 
a free ship canal open to the Great 
Lakes, it by no means follows that 
ocean vessels could afford to use it in 
competition with cheaply-bulilt barges 
on the Erie canal.”

between the Panama Railroad and the 
Pacific Mail for traffic arrangements 
have been broken off again, and this 
break is final. The fact is that the 
Panama people have become tired of 
the subterfuges and too palpable at- 
tempts of the other side to temporize. 
They realize that thousands of dollars 
are slipping through their fingers 
monthly, and the Pacific Mail will have 
to look elsewhere for a connection with 
the Atlantic seaboard. The Panama 
people have been quietly at work for 
several weeks, and it can be positively 
stated that they have effected arrange- 
ments whereby through business from 
New York to San Francisco will be 
handled by a line independent of the 
Pacific Mail Company. 

The following statement was issued 
late this afternoon by the Executive 
Committee of the Panama Railroad: 
“The Panama Railroad Company defi- 
nitely decided today not to enter into a 
joint contract for the operation of the 
Panama Railroad in connection with 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, 
which has been under consideration for 
a long time. The Panama officials have 
always been disposed to encourage fair 
and business-like relations with the Pa- 
cific Mail, but they have also made it 
an indispensable condition that the 
Panama Railroad should be kept open 
as an independent and active competi- 
tor with the transcontinental lires. 
This decision of the Panama Company 
insures to American commerce the con- 
tinued and active competition of the 
Panama road.” 

The chief points of difference between 
the two companies were the naming of 
a minimum through rate between New 
York and Pacific Coast points, a dor- 
mant charter question and the matter 
of representation in any further trans- 
continental association t may be 
formed. It is understood that Hunting- 
ton agreed to waive the minimum rate 
question, and that he would allow the 
Panama Company to make as low rate 
as it chose, so long as it paid the Pa- 
cific Mall its full proportion of the 
through rate. The Panama Company 
demanded this privilege in order that 
it might not be driven into a corner 
and be placed at the mercy of the 
Southern Pacific, if the latter should 
see fit to go one better on rats.

The Pagilist and His Manager Give 
the Last Blow to the Fight’s ~ 
Prospects. 


They Consent to a Continuance of 
Their Case in the Court at 
Little Rock. 


A New Deal May be Made for Next 
Week—Maher and 
Fight on Monda John 


Fast Mile Beaten.

LITTLE ROCK (Ark.,) Oct. 31. — 1 
am perfectly willing that this case be 
continued until tomorrow,” said Martin 
Julian in Justice Martin's court this 
morning. 

Had a bomb been exploded in the 
temple of justice it would have created 
scarcely less sensation among the 
throng of interested spectators than 
did Julian’s words. 

“Oh, what a fluké!“ 


He don't want to go to Hot Springs!” 

“Well, what do you think of that?“ 

These are fair samples of the expres- 
sions of utter disgust which flew from 
mouth to mouth as the disappointed 
crowd filed out of the courtroom close 
upon the heels of Martin Julian and 
Bob Fitzsimmons as they made their 
way back to their suite of rooms in the 


Capitol Hotel in custody of two depu- 
ties of Pulaski. 


For an hour before the time set for 
the hearing of the case, a dense crowd 
of people had swarmed in and about 
the courtroom within which Fitzsim- 
mons and Julian were to answer war- 
rants charging them with contemplat- 
ing an assault on Corbett, and requir- 
ing them to keep the peace. Jullan has 
told every newspaper man who came 
within hailing distance that he was 
just aching to reach Hot Springs. All 
morning he had been saying that he 
would be released on bonds this after- 
noon and go to Hot Springs tonight to 
claim the $2500 forfeit of the Florida 
Athletic Club, after securing which 
Fitzsimmons was ready to fight Corbett 
tomorrow on any terms the champion 
might name. 

Julian early in the day receivea a 
telegram from Hot Springs stating that 
Col. J. W. Murphy would be here to de- 
fend him in behalf of the club. When 
the Hot Springs train arrived, how- 
ever, it was found that the lawyer was 
not aboard, and would not arrive until 
tomorrow. Then Julian said that he 
would plead his own case. He would 
go into court and demand his lberty, 
give any amount of bonds required, 
and proceed to Hot Springs and force 
Corbett to fight or leave the country. 
Julian made no such plea, however, 
After the counsel for the State had 
moved for a continuance until tomor- 
row, Julian readily assented as above, 
and those ardent admirers of the New 
Zealander who have firmly maintained 
that Julian and Fitzsimmons are anx- 
ious to reach Hot Springs, could hardly 
believe their ears. 

MAHER AND O'DONNELL. 

HOT SPRINGS (Ark.,) Oct. 31.—The 
big fight is put over until next week, 
and there is no chance of Corbett and 
Fitzsimmons meeting in the ring before 
Tuesday at the very earliest. The 
chances are that anybody arriving here 
early next Wednesday morning will see 
the fight, if it comes off. ! 

It is asserted that there will, how- 
ever, be a fight on Monday afternoon at 
3 o'clock, when Maher and O'Donnell 
will meet with five-ounce gloves in 
Whittington Park. This match is defi- 
nitely settled, and unless the State in- 
terferes in a very forcible manner it 
will be fought out according to pro- 
gramme. Smith and Ryan will prob- 
ably be given a chance on Monday aft- 
ernoon or Tuesday. 

„Parson“ Davies, Joe Vendig and the 
Smith party held a conference today. 
but nothing came of it beyond an agree- 
ment that both men should weigh in at 
8 o’clock tomorrow morning to cnable 
them to claim the forfeit money from 
the club. 

While the Ryan-Smith conference 
was on, Brady, the backer of O’Don- 
nell, and John J. Quinn, the backer of 
Maher, met at the hotel, and, after 
some talk, Brady said: “I will have 
O’Donnell here to fight Maher tonight. 
Now bring on your man.” 

Quinn was game and promptly ac- 
cepted the defi. The men informed the 
fight committee that they were willing 
to have their men come together with- 
out delay. It was planned to have the 
heavyweights meet in the operahouse 
at the conclusion of the theatrical per- 
formance tonight. However, W. L. 
Babcock, Mayor Waters, Dan Stewart 
and Joe Vendig held a conference on the 
hotel veranda, and, after quite a dis- 
cussion, it was decided to put the fight 
off until Monday afternoon at 3 o’clock. 
This was agreeable to Quinn and Brady, 
and the matter was settled in that way. 
The committee then announced that no 
attempt would be made to hold either 
of the fights before the Maher and 
O'Donnell mill. 

O'Donnell had been brought in from 
Corbett's quarters at Spring Lake, to 
be ready for the fight if it came off. 
Maher has been training at Hughes’s 
wine garden, about half a mile north of 
Whittington Park, and within fifteen 
minutés’ walk of the town. 

Brady remained quietly in his quar. 
ters all day except during the morning, 
when he went down to the park to 
wait for Corbett’s defiance from the 
ring. Brady had announced that Cor- 
bett would appear in the ring at Whit- 
tington Park at high noon, throw off 
his. cap and sweater and announce to 
such paopte as were present that he 
was the champion of the world, and thet 
as Fitzsimmons was not there. he was 
ready, willing and anxious to defend 
the title against all comers. Corbett. 
however, failed to appear, and Maher 
ree no opportunity to accept the chal- 

enge. 

A big crowd had gathered at the 
park. When asked about his willing 
ness to fight Maher against Corbett. 
Quinn, Maher’s backer, said: “of 
course I am; that’s what Peter was 
doing at the park this morning. Just 
waiting for Corbett to make his little 
speech there. He was going to say 
that he would fight Corbett on Wednes- 
day of next week for a side, and 
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$10,000 if Corbett would wait two weeks 


for him. I would have backed him on 
either proposition, and made a g 


ood 
side bet besides. That's what I think 


about Pete and Corbett.”

here,.“ chimed in O'Donnell. 
who will probably be one of Mabher's 
seconds on Memday, as he pulled a 
check from his pocket, Thie is a cer- 
tified check for $1000, and I had it 
right with me this morning to plank 
down as an evidence of good faith. The 
whole reason why Corbett did not come 
out to the park this morning was that 
he and Brady knew we were laying 
for them out there.”’

THE MEETING ON THE TRAIN. 

HOT SPRINGS, (Ark.,) Oct. 31.— 
Shortly after’ her arrival here Mrs. 
Fitzsimmons .was seen by a reporter 
and told what happened on the train 
at Texarkana She says Sheriff Houpt 
and Joe Vendig boarded the train a few 
miles the other side of the Texas line. 
Vendig entered the car the Fiztsimmons 
party was in, and handed Julian the 
letter of Superintendent Richardson, 
offering the party the use of a special 
train to run through Texarkana and 
elude the Governor's warrant. Julian, 
however, refused to have anything to 
do with his offer. 

“You say your train will take us to 
Hot Springs,” he said to Vendig, “but 
how do I know it will not take us to 
somewhere elge? I would not trust 
you out of my sight. I have nothing 
to show me this is not another scheme 
of the Florida Athletic Club and the 
Corbett party to keep Fitzsimmons 
and Corbett from meeting. I'll have 
nothing to do with you or your train.” 

Vendig and Houpt conferred at the 
other end of the car, Mrs. Fitzsimmons 
says, and as the train entered Arkan- 
sas Sheriff Houpt stepped forward and, 
addressing Julian, informed him that 
he and his party were under arrest. 
Julian asked for the warrant. Houpt 
said there was plenty of time for that 
and declined to show it. Julian told 
him that he (Julian) should consider 
himself and party free until he saw a 
warrant. Houpt hemmed and hawed, 
but refused to produce the document. 

As the train reached Texarkana Sher- 
iff Dillard and Deputy Sheriff Heard 
entered the car. Houpt met them and 
asked them what they wanted. Dillard 
told him it was none of his business. 
They both approached Julian and Fitz- 
simmons. Dillard produced his war- 
rant and proceeded to read it. Houpt 
then also produced a warrant and 
started to read, but Dillard finished 
before Houpt was half-way through, 
The latter became very angry and 
gan to expostulate, when Dillard also 
placed the Sheriff of Garland county 
under arrest for interfering with the 
Sheriff of Miler county in the discharge 
of his duty. 

JULIAN EXPLAINS. 

PINE BLUFF (Ark.,) Oct. 31.—Bob 
Fitzsimmons and Martin Julian arrived 
here at 1:30 o’clock this morning in 
charge of six sheriffs and will leave at 
7:30 o'clock for Little Rock to enter the 
august presence of Gov. Clarke. 

Julian and Fitzsimmons, when shown 
a report that they refused to accom- 
pany Sheriff Houpt of Hot Springs on 
A special train ane preserred to be ar- 
rested by the Sh of Miller county, 
thus laying themselves open to a sus- 
picion of dodging Corbett, became in- 
dignant and stated to an Associated 
Press reporter that no special train 
had been offered them by Houpt, but 
only an engine, and that Houpt had 
told them that there might be delay in 
reaching Hot Springs. This they could 
not accept, as they had to be there to- 
night to claim the $2500 forfeit. Furth- 
ermore, they thought this to be a 
scheme of Vendig’s to keep them from 
claiming the forfeit, as Vendig had 
told Stuart openly that he would pro- 
tect the money. 

“This whole scheme was inaugur- 
ated,” said Julian, by a Mr. Cooper, 
a livery-stable owner of Hot Springs, 
who is in the habit of carrying tales 
about us to Corbett’s quarters, and he, 
with Sheriff Houpt, was arrested by 
Sheriff Harris of Lafayette county for 
resisting an officer, but later on re- 
leased. This story was corroborated 
by Harris. I realized,” continued Ju- 
lian, “that Vendig intended to make 
good his word to protect the forfeit 
and I did not care to fall into his 
scheme as I judged from this it would 
have been impossible for us to enter 
Hot Springs, as every avenue was 
blockaded against us and every sheriff 
on the way was looking for us.

ARMENIANS MUST DIE. 


THREE NOTABLES ARE ORDERED 
‘TO BE. EXECUTED. 


Accused of Being Responsible for 
the Recent Riots at Trebizond. 
The Turks Demand that Ameri- 
can Missionaries Leave Sassoun,. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 31.—(By 
Atlantic Cable.) A sensation has been 
caused by the report, generally believed 
to be correct, that three Armenian 
notabilities of Trebizond, including a 
prominent ecclesiastic, are to be exe- 
cuted on the ground that they are re- 
sponsible for the recent rioting there. 
Armenians report that about eight 
hundred Armenians were killed during 
the fighting at Bitlis with the Turks, 
The loss of the latter was trifling. 

Advices from Moosh say that leading 
Armenians have been conferring with 
representative Turks regarding means 
to prevent.an outbreak there of dis- 
orders similar to those in different 
parts of Armenia, which resulted in 
so much bloodshed. It is added that 
the Turks ordered American miss- 
sionaries distributing relief to suffer- 
ing people of Sassoun to withdraw in 
three days, otherwise Turkish nobles 
fear that there will be a massacre such 
as has just occurred at Bitlis. 

In view of the critical situation of af- 
fairs, United States Minister Terrell 
has advised American missionaries to 
withdraw temporarily from Sassoun, 
and notified the Turkish government 
that the United States will hold it re- 
sponsible for the lives of American mis- 
sionaries. The British: Charge d’Af- 
faires, M. Herbert, made representa- 


tions to the Porte of a nature identical 
with Terrell’s. 


The government decided to send 
troops to protect the missionaries, but 


here another Plication arises. The 
Kurds of Seasotln are only held in 


check by missionaries, and threaten to 
plunder the Armenians after the de- 
parture of the missionaries, The mere 
presence of Turkish troops is far from 
being a sufficient guarantee against 
the repetition at Sassoun of bloodshed 
which recently occurred in other parts 
of Armenia, and nothing but the most 
energetic action, it is asserted, can 
avert serious disturbances; The Arme- 
nian triarch has appealed to differ- 
ent embassies here to intervene in time 
to prevent another massacre. Turkish 
officials, in reply, again assert that the 
Armenian secret society provoked all 
the riots. 


LENZ’S MURDERERS TO BE TRIED. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—Minister

The Scathing Denunciation of the 
Prisoner Causes His Mother 
to Collapse.

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.). 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 31.—Dist.- 
Atty. Barnes did not finish his argu- 


ment in the trial of Durrant today, as. 


he announced last night that he would 
do. The jurors asked the court not to 
send them out tonight, as they would 
prefer to be charged tomorrow morning 
and have all day to consider the case. 
The request was granted, and as the 
District Attorney desired to have his 
words still.ringing in the ears of the 
jurors when they should retire to agree 
upon a verdict, he spoke until time for 
court to adjourn, and then announced 
that he would not finish until tomorrow 
morning. As Judge Murphy’s charge is 
understood to be very long, it is be- 
lieved that the jury will not retire be- 
fore tomorrow afternoon. 

That Durrant is not only a monster 
but a criminal whose actions, both be- 
fore and since April 3, have been in 
keeping with the actions of other great 
criminals, were the statements that the 
District Attorney endeavored to keep 
before the jury today. The impulse 
that prompted the prisoner to steal 
Blanche Lamont’s rings from her body, 
he said, was the same impulse that had 
caused other criminals to steal that for 
which they had no use after commit- 
ting a similar crime. If it were not for 
the fact that criminals always do 
things that should be left undone, and 
fail to perform important acts, he said 
law-breakers would never be detected. 

As the District Attorney dwelt upon 
the ghoulish nature of a man who could 
steal the rings from the body of an in- 
nocent girl that he had murdered, his 
denunciation of the defendant became 
so bitter that Mrs. Durrant was unable 
to retain her composure. She burst into 
tears and flung her arms around the 
neck of her son as if to shield him 
from the torrent of invective of which 
he was being made the object. Durrant 
remained measurably calm, but his 
mother, although she made several ef- 
forts, could not control her emotion. 
Meantime the District Attorney, who 
did not notice her state, his face being 
turned away, continued his scathing ar- 
gument, until Juror Smythe finally 
brought the incident to an end by ask- 
ing for a five-minute recess. The Fe- 
quest was granted, and when: proceed- 
ings were resumed, Mrs. Durrant had 
recovered herself. 

Barnes referred feelingly to the inci- 
dent of Mrs. Durrant's collapse as a 
very natural and proper one. It was 
one of the saddest phases of crime that 
with the guilty suffer the innocent. He 
sympathized from the bottom of his 
heart with those who are connected 
with those charged with crime. But 
the jury and he had a duty to perform 
with which sentiment had nothing to 
do. He sympathized with this unhappy 
mother, but hé called attention to the 
other mother, to whom the mangled re- 
mains of the victim had been sent. He 
pictured her waiting for the little foot- 
steps that would never be heard again, 
and for the sight of a form she was 
never to see in life. He then resumed 
his argument. 

„Theodore Durrant,” said Attorney 
Barnes, “stands forth in American ju- 
risprudence today as the most brutal 
criminal of the age. He is a creature 
beside whom Holmes, the multi-mur- 
derer, who is now on trial in Philadel- 
phia, is a perfect gentleman and a 
scholar; besides whom Prof. Webster, 
the Harvard instructor who killed Dr. 
Parkman many years ago, was a kind 
and genial citizen, and as compared 
with whom Cain was a George Wash- 


ington. 

0 took this child into the church 
alone. There she was with him alone 
in that great building, this weak and 
sickly child, unable physically to cope 
with this monster, and as the Russian 
proverb says: ‘Heaven was high and 
the Czar afar off.’ No one was there 
to come to her aid, no one could hear 
her call for mercy, as it fell upon his 
callous ear. She stood alone in the 
library, the prospective victim of a 
lustful murder, a murder that shall be 
spoken of by our children, your chil- 
dren and your children's children until 
the end of the history of jurisprudence. 
But the library did not suit the mur- 
derer’s purposes. Why? Because the 
library had a window opening out on 
Bartlett street. The girl’s shrieks 
might be heard and he was most liable. 
yes, he was almost certain, to be dis- 
covered, 

No, on second thoughts, the belfry. 
Gentlemen, can’t you imagine this crea- 
ture, I can’t call him a man—I have 
struggled to overcome the feelings of 
abhorrence against this person, and to 
be absolutely fair to the prisoner, but 
to any man, when such conclusive 
proof of crime is presented, must come 


some such feelings. Can't you imagine, 


can’t you see as I can? Perhaps I 
have thought over this case so much 
that when I close my eyes I can see the 
two together. I can hear him telling 
her of the view from the belfry. 
can see them walk out of the library 
and climb the stairs leading to the bel- 
fry door. But after the 3d of April it 
was locked. Who had keys to the 
church? George King, the pastor, 
Janitor Sademan and Theodore Dur- 
rant. Who was the mechanic of the 
church? Theodore Durrant. Who was 
it who changed the lock on the library 
door? Theodore Durrant. 

“He had in his possession, I assert, 
from the facts and inferences in this 
case, he had a key or keys that would 
lock or unlock that belfry door. He 
had a common key that would unlock 
the south door of the“ church, and the 
janitor’s door. He had a key to the 
library door, and he had a key ‘that 
would unlock that belfry. door through 
which this defendant and that girl, 
now dead, passed in life. And I as- 
sert as certain and as sure as are the 
stars in their courses, that on the 3d of 
April, behind that door, somewhere 
in that belfry was that murder com- 
mitted. 

“That this girl was drugged out- 
side—that she was murdered in some- 
2 back yard and carried up there, 
as r. Deuprey argued to you the 
other day, seems to me -the , Sheerest 
nonsense. There, inside that belfry 
door, on the platform, was that Hhorri- 
bl murder probably committed. The 
crime, the sob, the groan that would 
have been heard from the library room 
would have melted into thin air in 
the belfry. The shriek, the wildest cry, 
that ever echoed from a human throat 
would have been stifled in the somber 
gloom of those dusty rafters. 

“Alas, for this young girl, for whom 
outrage and bloody murder were to 
take the plarce of love! alas, for her 
whose life was to be choked out at its 
portals within the gleam of the altar 
where she had daily prayed! There 
she lay and there he stood. What

Barnes then went over the evidence 
as to what happened after Durrant 
met King, and said Durrant’s explana- 
tion of what happened before this in- 
cident was unworthy of belief. In sum- 
ming up the testimony he said: 

“The defendant says he was not at 
Clay and Powell streets on that after- 
noon. We say he was, and produce 
Mrs. Vogel and three schoolgirls who 
saw him. He says he was not on a 
Valencia-street car. We say he was, 
and Mrs. Crosset says she saw him. He 
says he was not on Bartlett street with 
a young lady. We say he was, and 
produce Mr. Quinlan, who testified to 
having seen him there. He says he did 
not enter Emmanuel Church. We say 
he did, and Mrs. Leak swears she saw 
him go into the south side gate. 

“Gentlemen, he was there, or he was 
not. If he was not there the most re- 
markable thing in history, outside of 
all testimony, perjured or otherwise, 
the most wonderful thing in the world, 
has happened, Mrs. Leak, Mrs. Cros- 
set, Mrs. Dorgan, Minnie Bell Edwards, 
May Lannigan, Mrs. Vogel and Martin 
Quinlan have then all perjured them- 
selves and been mistaken, if he was not 
there. Do you believe that all of these 
witnesses are mistaken and that Dur- 
rant alone, who has every motive for 
testifying falsely, is right?“ 

Mr. Barnes then spoke of the value 
of circumstantial evidence and read 
part of an opinion handed down, by the 
late Chief Justice Shaw of Massachu- 
setts, in the Webster murder case, in 
which it was held that circumstan- 
tial evidence might be as strong and 
conclusive as direct testimony. 

SEARCHING FOR A WITNESS. 

ROCKFORD (III.) Oct. 31.—Local 
authorities, aided by James Lamont, 
uncle of Blanch® Lamont, for whose 
murder Durrant is now on trial in San 
Francisco, are engaged in searching 
this city for a sister of Mrs. Richard 
Smythe, an important witness in the 
case. Smythe, who is a cattle dealer 
of Tucson, Ariz., says that his wife’s 
sister met Blanche Lamont while visit- 
ing in Rockford III., in 1892, and that his 
wife also met Blanche here and intro- 
duced her to Smythe... Mrs. Smythe’s 
sister cannot ‘be found. 

DURRANT’S SENTIMENT. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 31.—Theo- 
dore Durrant wanted to weep with his 
mother in court today, but was 
afraid to. 


“Although I showed few outward 
signs of emotion during the speech of 
the District Attorney,” he said, “I was 
nevertheless sad at heart. The tears 
moistened my eye, but did not reach 
the cheek. If I give vent to my real 
feelings, I am sure those people who 
climbed over the court. railing and 
gloated over my mother’s heart-sobs 
would not have understood. They can- 
not understand. No one seems to un- 
derstand the real situation. Had I 
shed a tear there would in all proba- 
bility have been a general rush of mor- 
bid men and women to carricature the 
pathos by their curiosity. 

“I was paincd, I was grief-stricken 
during those terrible moments when he 
told the story of the dreadful murder 
in the belfry. No one feels more sorry 
for poor Blanche than I. If she had 
been my own sister I could not experi- 


ence more intense suffering than I do 


when I dwell on the fate of that unfor- 
tunate young girl. It was a brilliant 
bit of word-painting, but beyond the 
mere verbal display any one with a 
heart could not help picturing a scene 
more dreadful than mere words can 
tell. It was there my poor mother 
gave way. The suggestions thrown 
out by Mr. Barnes were more than she 
could bear. No one with a heart who 
had known this innocent victim of 
some fiend’s work could have borne up 
under the circumstances. 

„How beautifully he told the story 
of this fair flower now blossoming on 
the threshold of life, now bursting into 
the full bloom of womanhood! With 
what words he painted her dreams of 
love and life and happiness! and then 
to be cut off just as the dawn was 
breaking! Ah, there is a tragedy! Who 
could help being moved to tears while 
such a scene was being conjured up 
before him? But I could not give way. 
I had to bear up. Any outward sign 
of my grief would have been miscon- 
strued. | 

“Did you see how, when the recess 
Was declared and I was supporting and 
comforting my mother, the people 
craned their necks a strained their 
eyes in order to get a better look at 
us? There was nothing to see that 
could really have interested anyone, 
and it was really morbid curiosity. I 
do not think I would act like that if 
anybody else was in my place. I asked 
my mother to leave the courtroom, but 
she would not. Grief is sacred and tears 
should command respect. I, for my 
part, would stand in awe of suffering. 
I could not revel in the heart-pangs of 


people who happen to be in need of 
consolation.” 


ZANTE CURRANT GASE. 


General Appraiser Shurtleff Will 
Hear Testimony Next Week. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
SAN FBANCISCO, Oct. 31.—The tak- 

ing of testimony in the Zante currant 

case will begin next week. The evi- 
dence will be heard by F. N. Shurt- 
leff of the Board of General Apprais- 
ers, whom United States Judge Mc- 


Kenna has appointed referee in the 
case. 


The importing firm directly inter- 
ested in the present proceedings is 
that of S. L. Jones & Co., whose im- 
portation of Zante currants had the 
regular duty levied upon them at the 
instance of Collector Wise, though it 
was contended that such action was 
not legal. Jones & Co. insisted that 
their currants were not liable to the 
duty tax because they did not come 
from the Isle of Zante, but from other 
islands in the Grecian Archipelago. 
The content of the local customs 
authorities, however, is that it was the 
intention of Congress in the tariff 
regulation taxing. Zante currants to 
have it affect all of the species usually 
sd designated, whether the fruit actu- 
ally in question was grown in Zante. or 
somewhere else. Jones & Co., how- 
ever, paid the duty under protest and 
appealed the-case to the general board 
of appraisers of New York. 

That body sustained the importers

and reversed the decision of the San 
Francisco customs officials. Collector

A matter of some moment to im- 
porters is the fact that the Secretary 
of the Treasury has just ordered that

NORTHERN PACIFIC RECEIVERS. 


They Appear Before Judge Hanford 
in Contempt Proceedings. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS RETORT ) 

SEATTLE, (Wash.,) Oct. 31.—The old 
receivers of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road..appeared before Judge Hanford 
in the United States Circuit Court for 
the district of Washington this morning, 
by their attorneys, J. D. Crowley of 
Tacoma, and Adrian H. Joline, coun- 
sel for the Central Trust Company of 
New York, and presented their answer 
to the order of the court of October 2, 
requiring them to appear and show 
cause why they should not be punished 
for contempt of court for their failure 
to obey a previous order of the court 
which required them to make a re- 
port to him of their stewardship as re- 
ceivers of the property. Their answer 
was a voluminous one, going fully into 
their appointment as receivers, their 
recognition of the Circuit Court of the 
Eastern District of Wisconsin as the 
court of primary jurisdiction, to which 
court their reports had been made, and 
the filing of their resignations as re- 
ceivers. The disclaim any intention 
of not respecting the order of this court 
and ask that the order removing them 
as receivers be revoked, and that in 
lieu thereof their resignations be ac- 
cepted. 

Judge Hanford did not grant their 
petition, but referred the whole matter 
to Master in Chancery Eben Smith of 
this city for examination and report, 
who is authorized to require the pro- 
duction of the vouchers for expendi- 
tures made by thé old receivers, and to 
hear any objections that any parties 
interested may see fit to make, or to 
require any explanation that may be 
ne in order that a proper audit- 
ing of the accounts may be had. Judge 
Hanford said that if the reports were 
on file in any othér court he would 
not interfere with the proceedings 
and records of that court so as to re- 
quire the production of the original 
vouchers, but they must be submitted 
to the Master in Chancery in this court, 
either by copies, or by allowing him to 
go where the reports are on file. In an- 
nouncing. his disposition of the case 
Judge Hanford said that the answer 
filed seemed to relieve the receivers 
from any imputation of any inten- 
tional defiance of the court, and he was 
not disposed to view the matter in a 
captious spirit, or with any ine“ nation 
to be unnecessarily severe with the re- 
ceivers. It was the intention of the 
court that, as officers of the court, the 


receivers should render an account of 


their stewardship in such a way that 
the parties interested might be enabled 
to make any objection they might 
have to any items in the account. The 
answer was subject to some criticisms, 
but he would pass those matters by, 
with the sole view of securing the le- 


gal right of the parties to have a just 
accounting. 1 


THE INSURANCE SITUATION. 
Cutting of Rates and Antedating of 

Policies Continue. 

MEGULAN ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT: 

SAN FRANCISCO, October 31.—The 
Chronicle says that the insurance situ- 
ation is in a worse condition than ever. 
Not content with cutting rates on non- 
cancellation contracts, many of the un- 
derwriters are antedating their poli- 
cies. Some are being thus advanced 
as far ahead as next spring, and in sev- 
eral instances risks of this kind have 
been taken at $1.80, when the standard 
is $2.50. To put an end to this prac- 
tice a call for a general meeting of in- 
surance managers was issued, signed 
by thirty-eight of the forty-four com- 
panies. 

When they came together on Monday, 
however, it was found that nothing 
could be done. A majority of those 
present contended that if underwriters 
wanted to antedate their policies they 
should be allowed to do so until they 
became tired of the practice. It was 
stated there was no use trying to patch 
up an arrangement and it would be 
better for things to continue as they 
were, with the hope that when all 
parties to the war were tired out, an 
2 new combination could be 
made. 


A MOONLIGHT DUEL. 


An Arizona Stockman Exchanges 
Shots with Two Assnailants.

PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) Oct. 31.—A moon- 
light duel took place in Chino Valley 
last night, in which Jerry W. Sull!- 
van, @ well-known and wealthy stock- 
man, was one of the participants, his 
two assailants being John Clements 
and a German, name not known.

THE WEST SHORE RAILROAD. 
A Line that Will Open Up Some New 
Country. 
MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT. 
SANTA CRUZ, Oct. 31.—Chief Engi- 
neer Homer of the West Shore Railroad 
Company has selected the route to enter 
this city. It will be along the streets 
and through the land close to the ocean, 
affording a view of the water the entire 
distance. The depot will be near the 
old narrow-gauge freight warehouse, 
and near the beach. The yards are to 
near the Union Depot grounds. The 
road will run through the Surfside and 
Garfield parks. Chief Engineer Homer 
says that much blasting will be re- 
quired between Amesport and Laguna.

The shortening of 
the running time between here and San 
Francisco will be an inducement to 
greatly increase travel. It is believed 
that this end of the road is the begin- 
ning of a through line to the East. e 
surveyors are now within a mile of the 
city limits.

McDaniel 
will issue a warrant for the arrest of 
Hughes. 

A Corpse-laden Craft. 


PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Oct. 31. 
—The schooner Ida Schnauer from 
Wood Island, Alaska, brings news that 
the British sealing schooner Waiter 
/Barle, formerly the Sylvia Handy, 
which capsized at sea last spring and 
smothered in her hold the entire crew 
of ten persons, and was afterward 
picked up and towed to Wood Island, 
had been righted and repaired. When 
the corpses were taken out of the ves- 
sel's hold they were frightfully muti- 
lated by being mangled with shifting 
ballast.. The schooner will be repaired 
and put back into the seal trade next 
season.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 31.—The bark 
Cape Horn Pigeon has arrived here, 
the first of the whaling fleet to get in. 
She got six whales during the season, 
and brought here 8000 pounds of bone, 
800 barrels of whale-oil and 840 bar- 
rels of sperm. The bark Charles W. 
Morgan got eight whales and has 4000 
pounds of bone, 750 barrels of whale- 
oil and 1500 barrels of sperm- oll. 


Keeping Out Disease. 


PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Oct. 21. 
—To protect the frontier coast against 
an invasion of contagious diseases, lr. 
Cobb of the United States Marine Hos- 
pital Service, in compliance with orders 
from the department at Washington. 
has appointed two quarantine officers 
at Gray’s Harbor, one at South Bend 
and the other at Hoquiam.

FRESNO, Oct. 31.—The jury in the 
Hart divorce case, after being out all 
night, brought in a verdict gtving the 
husband, Leon Hart, a divurce.

° SOLDIER SERVANTS. 


Charges Against the Army Officers 
at Fort Sheridan. 
fEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
CHICAGO, Oct. 31.—It is openly 
charged here tonight that Col. Crof- 
ton, commander at Fort Sheridan, has 
for a long time been violating the rules 
by having in his employ as servants 
men regularly enlisted. It is also said 
that these facts have been presented 
to several Congressmen and they have 
promised to start a searching investi- 
gation through the War Department. 
It is charged that Col. Crofton has 
servants who are on the roll as em- 
ployed by the quartermaster and who 
are allowed 15 cents in addition to 
their regular pay. It is said that Col. 
Crofton is not the only officer at Fort 
Sheridan who has violated the army 
rules in this way, and that when the 
investigation is made it will be found 
that a number of other officers have 
servants who should be doing post 
duty and not be waiting on them. 
It is said that six of the privates 
have appealed to Congressman Maguire 
of California and Outhwaite of Ohio, 
both of whom are on the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs. In addition 
to these men Col. Crofton is alleged to 
have, it is charged, Lieut. Blow, as an 
enlisted man, caring for hig horses; 
Capt. McGonigle is said to have for 
his servant the artificér of his com- 
pany; Capt. Stafford and Maj. Hartz 
are each charged with having a soldier 
servant; Capt. Hare is said to have a 
“dog robber,” as the servants are 
called, and Capt. Conrad is reported as 
having one of his men working about 
his house. Even the post chaplain, 
Capt. Vattman, is charged with having 
a soldier servant, but in this case he 
soldier is said to be a school-teacher.

Sa- 
tolli will be created cardinal at the 
consistory assembling about the mid- 
dle of November.

The mining interests of Morongo, 
Black Hawk, Holcomb and Bear vale 
are pushing ahead developments which 
Speak well for those districts.

The mine is opening up well, 
they are running a tunnel on the ore 
at 200 feet depth which shows about 
18 inches of good milling ore and they 
are stoping on the 100-foot level, taking 
out considerable ore. They have 300 to 
400 tons of ore on the dump, which will 
probably mill $20 a ton and upwards. 

The Surplus mine in Rattlesnake 
Canyon is having the ten-stamp mill 
that was formerly on the Morongo 
King property, erected on their ground.

- Briton might suppose. 


England has superior historic pres- 


tige, and is a much older country than 


the United States, but she gives only 
one man in every five hundred a col- 
legiate education, while Uncle Sam 
gives a collegiate education to one in 
every two hundred, 

There is something in the atmos- 
phere of this free Western World that 
makes man aspire; there are possibil- 
ities that never enter into the lives of 
the average Englishmen, that kindle 
here courage and determination, and 
that lead men to fix their eyes upon 
the higher places of trust among the 
people, from which no lowliness of 
birth or poverty can debar them if they 
have that within them which makes 
men. The American boy is always 
more or less influenced by this, and if 
his father was a wood-chopper or the 
very humblest day laborer, it is no rea- 
son why his ambition should not be 
fired and his determination to fill some 
far higher place be fixed and change- 
less. 

And the American boy soon comes 
to believe with his whole heart that 
“where there’s a will there’s a way,” 
therefore he is watchful of opportun- 
ities, and the door of the college does 
not seem such a very difficult thing to 
reach and enter. Abraham Lincoln, 
the humble rail-splitter of the West: 
James A. Garfield, whose boyish feet 
trod the narrow canal path for weary 
months, and Henry Wilson, the lowly 
apprentice upon the shoemaker's bench, 
pursuing his stitches by the-light of a 
pine-knot, all illustrate the truth that 
there is no position too high for the 
lowliest son of American soil if in- 


spired by that patriotism and lofty | 


determination from which emanate the 
noblest types of American manhood. 
The wide-awake American boy in 
our public schools, who is fond of his 
books, naturally, looks forward to the 
college and the university. There are 
no traditions to hamper him, nothing 
to hinder that he cannot overcome if 
he but wills to do and dare. And so 
our colleges and universities are filled 
with young men who love learning for 
learning’s sake, and who desire to 
build their future upon lofty purposes. 
Out of such a state of things will be 


evolved eventually a civilization which. 


old England would glory to own, and 
one which will advance this young, 


» free nation to the highest place among 


civilized peoples. Uncle Sam will 
never be left behind in the race for 
advancement, nor in the final triumph 
of attainment.

It is claimed by apologists for the 
present ‘tariff that the condition of the 
wool-manufacturing trade has greatly 
improved because of the removal of 
the entire duty on imported wool.

“One of the largest woolen manufac- 
turers in Providence was here last 
week and in conversation stated that 
about 33 per cent. of the woolen mills 
of this country had closed down and 
others were closing steadily. On the 
other hand, the mills in Leeds and 
Manchester, England, according to his 
reports, are working night and day. 
He reports manufacturers preparing 
to work on light-weight goods for next 
spring, and: in the canvass for orders 
from merchants he finds that about 
three-fourths of che orders are going 
to foreign manufacturers on acount of

It is extremely bad taste for news- 
papers to comment with tbo much free- 
dom upon cases pending in court. 
Especially is this true of murder cases, 
where the issue is of life or death to 
the accused. It would seem to be the 
duty of judges before whom such cases 
are on trial to exercise their authority, 
if necessary, to restrain sensational 
newspapers from prejudicing the one 
side or the other by injudicious com- 
ments. We want no judicial censor- 
ship of the press, and of course no such 
usurpation of power would be toler- 
ated. But there should be a decent re- 
gard for the ends and aims of justice 
on the part of the press. A newspaper 
should give the simple facts of a 
pending case as they develop. The 
narrative should be without color or 
bias. Newspapers are not vested with 
judicial functions, and should not pre- 
sume to sift evidence or draw con- 
clusions during the pendency of a trial. 
Those duties belong to court and jury. 
It is a newspaper’s business to pub- 
lish the news; and the publication of 
the facts of a case while it is on trial, 
without prejudice, is legitimate. After 
a verdict is reached, unrestricted dis- 
cussion is proper, but it is not se 
while a case is on trial. 


Tennessee will hold a centennial ex- 
position in 1896, beginning September 
1 and continuing one hundred days. 
The main body of the show will be 
twenty buildings of from 40,000 square 
feet area to 125,000 square feet area, 
constructed of wood and staff, each one 
a lesson in architecture.

The Boston Watchman says that “the 
notion that Sunday laws are of Puri- 
tan origin betrays a disposition to 
make a point rather than accurate his- 
torical knowledge. The Huguenots 
from France enacted them in South 
Carolina, and the Cavaliers from the 
court of Charles I in Virginia.

JUDGE KILGORE’S REPLY. 
He Pronounces W. O. Davis’s Charges 
to be Unqualifiedly False. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—Atty.-Gen. 
Harmon has received from Judge Kil- 
gore of the United States Circuit Court 
of the District of Indian Territory his 
answer to the charges filed by W. O. 
Davis of Gainesville,.Tex., on Septem- 
ber 18 last. These charges allege in- 
competency, oppression in office, gross 
Official misconduct, etc. 

The Judge takes up each charge in 
detail, and in some instances quotes 
from the court records with a view to 
showing that the charges are unqual- 
ifiedly false. Judge Kilgore says the 
Davis charges originated in the dis- 
agreement between him and the master 
in chancery in the case of Armour 
Bros.’ Banking Company against Ad- 
ington et al., during the pendency of 
which Davis, Judge Kilgore says, de- 
liberately sought to take advantage of 
the friendly relations previously exist- 
ing between them, to influence him, the 
Judge, in behalf of his clients. The al- 
legation that Judge Kilgore said to 
Davis that if he r charges against 
him he could cut his throat is charac- 
terized as false. , 

During a conversation with Davis, 
Judge Kilgore says that he (Davis) 
drew his ife on him and demon- 
strated threateningly. At the time the 
Judge told him if he undertook to as- 
sault him with his knife he would drop 
him out of the window. The reply is a 
lengthy one, and is evidently intended 
to answer all allegations made. The 
substance of the answer is that the 
charges are wholly falsé, and were 
prompted by either disappointed poli- 
a or influenced by improper mo- 

ves.

ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION OF A

The King of Ashanti Understands 
the British Character. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
ACCRA (Gold Coast Colony,) Oct. 31. 
—(By African Cable.) Capt. Donald 
Stewart, the special British commis- 
sioner, who was sent to Coomassie, the 
capital of Ashanti, recently, escorted 
by 100 hussars under Capts. Cramer 
and Irvine, to present the King of 
Ashanti with the ultimatum of Great 
Britain, has returned here, bringing 
the first authentic news of the result 
of his mission. The King of Ashanti 
has rejected the British ultimatum, 
Saying that he prefers war to accepting 
the terms of the British and adds that 

he is fully prepared for it. 

The terms of the British ultimatum 
were that the King should have a Brit- 
ish commissioner in this country and 
that he should place Ashanti under the 
protection of Great Britain. He was 
given until today in which to reply. A 
strong force of native troops will now 
be dispatched to Coomassie to force 
the King to terms. Sir Francis Scott, 
inspector of the Gold Coast force, who 
is now in England, will leave for 
Africa as soon as possible to organize 
the expeditionary force which is ex- 
pected to begin its advance by the mid- 
dle of December.

The Marquise Denounces Her Hus 
band—A Strange Letter.

A sensational feature 
today of the trial of the Marquis de 
Nayve for the murder of his stepson, 
was the appearance in the witness-box 
of the Marquise, his wife.

She testified. to numerous in- 
stances of murderous brutality on the 
part of the prisoner toward her chil- 
dren and she asserted her constant 
fears of a violent death prompted her 
to bring the charge of murder against 
her husband.

But,“ she continued, turning and 
looking straight at her husband, “it 
is your brutality that caused me to 
denounce you.” 
The prisoner, who had burst tnto tears 
when his wife appeared in court, re- 
fused to say a word in reply to this. 
During the cross-examination of the 
Marquis, the counsel] for the defense 
read an affectionate letter written by 
the witness to the prisoner a fort- 
night after she had lodged against him 
the charge of murder with the public 
prosecutor. The reading of the letter 
caused a profound ‘sensation in the 
court, and a revulsion of feeling in 
favor of the accused.

In the United States District Court 
yesterday most of the time was de- 
cupted in ascertaining what Princess 
Neta, the toilet article wonder, doesn’t 
know about her own business. 

Mra T. F. Knewing, postal clerk at 
Station D when the Willards were run- 
ning their various industries, was re- 
called to testify concerning the rent- 
ing of a box at the station to toe 
Southern City Manufacturing Com- 


pany. 

Mrs. Willard then took the stand to 
be cross-examined by Dist.-Atty. Denis. 
She satd she had lived in both Joliet, 
III., and South Bend, Ind., but could 
not remember how long in either place. 
Went from South Bend to Joliet, ana 
occupied two houses at that place. 
One house was on Eastern avenue. 
Couldn't remember whether she lived 
there a month or six months. The 
other house was the manufacturing es- 
tablishment spoken of in the newspa- 
per clippings. Witness recalled the 
first name of the man Munson, who. 
she said on Wednesday, worked for her 
and said it was Will, She had a wo- 
man named Spencer also working for 
her. Could not say where Munson had 
gone. The signature to the threaten- 
ing letter sent to Mrs. Stephens of Gil- 
roy, the witness said, looked very 
much like Munson’s writing. She did 
not authorize Munson to open her mail 
or write the two letters. Mrs. Willard 
said she had left Munson in charge of 
her business when she went to Cata- 
Una Island. Her idea of a branch 
agency was that the branch manager 
should advertise and push the sale 
of her goods. When shown her letter 
to Miss Bond in which she said she did 
not want Miss Bond to pay for the 
printing to be used by her, and another 
asking for money to pay for the sta- 
tionery printing, the witness got 
tangled up badly. 

She said she never had any business 
dealings with the twelve agents whose 
names she sent to Mrs, Dixon. She did 
not know any of them. In the face 
of this testimony witness replied to 
the question; “Well, then, did you have 
twelve agents?“ 

Ves, sir.“ 

What was her territory?“ 

“I don't remember.“ 

Some of the letters were read, and 
Witness was asked how it happened 
that the twelve agents selected by her 
for each of her branch managers lived 
in such widely-separated places. The 
witness had no explanation to give. “I 
didn’t give any of the managers ex- 
clusive territory,” she said. 

Mr. Denis showed witness by her 
own letters that she had given both 
Mrs. Dixon of Gilroy and Mrs. Rapp 
of Nevada City, Nevada county as 
part of their territory. Witness could 
not explain this. She was shown also 
that she had given three women Santa 
Cruz to work in, and this was also 
Waived aside with the excuse that she 
had not promised any one exclusive 
territory.

PARK COMMISSION. 


Discussion Over the Proposed Boule- 
vard—Other Business. 

The Park Commission met inform- 
ally yesterday morning and discussed 
the matter of the proposed boulevard 
connecting Elysian and Westlake 
parks. After the discussion the regular 
meeting of- the board was held. All 
the members were present. 

The proposition of P. M. Scott to 
donate a strip of land 100 feet wide in 
lot 3, block 41, and lot 6, block 42, Han- 
cock’s Survey, was referred to the 
City Engineer, with a request that he 
report as to the practicability of. the 


proposition. This proposition is to have 
the proposed 


boulevard pass through 
Mr. Scott’s property and enter Elysian 
Park near where what may be termed 
the southwest corner of it, instead of 
traversing a considerable distance fur- 
ther north before entering the park. 

The Superintendent was instructed 
to employ J. W. Potts on the park 
force, he to serve the pleasure of the 
board. Mr. Potts is one of the carly 
settlers of the city who took a promi- 
nent part in its advancement. 

A proposition of a Mr. Land to oc-

STREET-SWEEPING CONTRACT. 


Board of Public Works Members 
Define Their Position. 


Members of the Board of Public 
Works claim that an injustice has been 
done that board in the matter of the 
letting of a new contract for street- 
sweeping. They say that the reason 
for adopting the same specifications as 
those in operation under the present 
contract is that, although the specifi- 
cations have some cumbersome provis- 
ions, there appears to be no form of 
specifications that would give more 
general satisfaction. 

They say that it was the personal 
desire of members of the board that the 

rovision requiring the board to exam- 
ne the streets in case of reported neg- 
lect should be stricken out. It was con- 
sidered, however, that to make such 
a change in the specifications would 
render the members liable to the charge 
that they were attempting to shirk 
their duty, and avoid a responsibility. 
It was for this reason that the speci. 
fications were left as they were. 


SIDEWALKS AND CURBS. 


City Engineer’s Authority to With- 
hold Certificates Questioned. 

The City Engineer is having trouble 
with a number of contractors relative 
to the acceptance of work done on cer- 
tain streets. Gutters in a number of 
places, the City Engineer finds, are not 
laid in accordance with specifications 


and there is a woful disregard of the 


requirements for sidewalks and curb- 


ing. 

The specifications for both sidewalks 
and curbs require that for a depth of 
one-half inch below the surface the 
work shall consist of a mixture of one 
part clear cement to one part of sand. 
Underneath this surfacing the work 
consists of concrete composed of gravel, 
sand and cement. The purpose of the 
surfacing is to have the completed 
work present a smooth finish and at 
the same time be sufficiently solid to 
prevent it from cracking after a faw 
months, as is the case where the sur- 
facing is made thinner than the speci- 
fications call for. 

in many cases where examinations 
have been made it has been found that 
the surfacing, instead of being one-half 
inch thick, as the specifications require, 
is almost as thin as paper. 

The appearance in such a ease is as 


if the contractor had made the entire 


size of the sidewalk or curb of concrete 
and had then sprinkled a little clear 
cement on the surface. By this means 


- a smooth finish has been secured and 


and from a superficial examination of 
the work one would be led ta the belief 
that the job had been well done. At 
the same time the extra quantity of ce- 
ment which would be required to make 
the work according to specifications is 
saved to the contractor, who is so much 


_the gainer. 


For a time after its completion the 
work bears no ap of faulty 
construction, but after a few months 
cracks appear and, after a year or 
more, accidental indentations in the 


surface are gradually ground away un- 


til keles of considerable size are to be 
seen where there should be nothing 


but a smooth, hard surface. 


Another fault which the City Engi- 
neer finds in the sidewalk work in num- 
erous cases, is that the walk is of the | 
proper. thickness at the outer edges, 
but will perhaps be nearly an inch 


thinner in the middle, thus effecting a 
saving. of material to the contractor. 
This lack of thickness is liable to cause 
the walk to settle unevenly and crack. 

The question as to whether the City 
Engineer can withhold a _ certificate 
from the contractor when he finds that 
work has been done in a faulty man- 
ner, as above stated, has given rise to 
oa legal opinions on the ques- 

on. 

One opinion has it that oniy the ques- 
tion of the work being on line and 
grade comes within the province of the 
City Engineer and that that orlicial has 
nothing to say as to whether it has been 
done in accordance with specifications. 
The State law under which street work 
is done appears to be somewhat ambig- 
uous on this subject, and other legal 
opinions have been expressed that the 


questioned authority lies with the City 
Engineer.

CITY HALL PLUMBING. 


Sewer Committee Recommends to 
Readvertise for Bids. 


The matter of the proposed replumb- 
ing of the City Hall, to the necessity of 
which attention was some time ago 
called in The Times, was before the 
Sewer Committee at yesterday’s meet- 
ing of that body. It came up in the 
form of the two bids for the work, 
which were received by the City Coun- 
cil last Monday and referred to the 
committee. 
The bids were about $7000 each. The 
specifications on which the bids were 
figured provide for the taking eut of all 
the plumbing and fixtures and replacing 
them with new ones. 

The bids showed that the work would 
cost more than the members of the com- 
mittee thought it best to pay, and so it 
was decided to recommend to the City 
Council that new plans and specifica- 
tions be prepared, It is understood to 
be the intention to have the new plans: 
and specifications provide for the re- 
taining of most of the closets, urinals 
and fixtures now in use, but to have 
new sanitary connections put in. By 
such an arrangement it is hoped to 
make the necessary repairs at a much 
lower price than was named in the bids 
received. 

The recommendation of the board as 
decided on, accordingly, is that the pro- 
posals received be rejected, and that 
the Building Superintendent be in- 
structed to present new plans and rpe- 
cifications for repairing the closets and 
putting the same in good condition. 

The other recommendations. agreed 
upon by the committee are as follows: 

In the matter of the sewering of Sec- 
ond street from Hose atreet to a point 
thirty feet west of Hewitt street, we 
recommend that the bid of George Cor- 
dell at $1.11 per lineal foot for the sewer 
complete be accepted. 

“We recommend that the protest of 
C. I. Shumway and others, against the 
sewering of Thirty-third street between 
Main street and Grand avenue, be filed 
and said protest denied, for the reasons 
that.it does not represent a majority of 
the frontage in the assessment district 
affected by the building of said sewer.” 


FENCE AND CRIBS GOING, 


The Police Commission’s Reply to 
| the City Council. 

The clerk of the Police Commission 
has addressed a communication to the 
City Council, which says:

A VERY AMUSING CASS ON TRIAL 
YESTERDAY. 


The Man Who Keeps His Wife in a 
Cage Has a Colored Man Ar- 
rested for DBattery—Heavy Fines 
Imposed on Dibulous Individuals. 


The Recorder's court was this morn- 
ing the scene of a trial which afforded 
a vast amount of amusement to the 
habitues thereof. H. G. C. Gordon was 
the complaining witness. He is the 
man whose insane wife was discovered 
by the Times reporter in a cage, and 
whose statements regarding the condi- 
tion in which she was found are fully 
borne out by the police officer and 
county constable, who were present and 
witnessed the scene and heard the 
statement of the family that the wo- 
man had never been out of the cage 
since it was bullt, and could not be in- 
duced to go out of it. Gordon has 
lately had trouble with A. Hudson, a 
colored man to whom he leased his 
mill, and claims that the latter struck 
him during an altercation, and there- 
upon caused his arrest for battery. Soon 
after the complaint was issued, Gor- 
don, who lives on the floor above the 
mill, removed some of the boarding, 
descended by a ladder to the lower floor, 
and barred the defendant out of the 
mill, and would not permit him to en- 
ter to secure his property. The aid of 
a constable was invoked and four col- 
ored men, whom Gordon calls the nig 
Four,” secured their effects, and then 
took the preliminary action for dam- 
ages in a civil suit. Gordon presented 
his case in a long and ludierous siate- 
ment, which he had written out. He 
alleged that the colored man struck 
him and threatened to kill him, but the 
evidence presented did not disclose 
anything more than a scuffle between 
the colored man and Mr. Gordon, and. 
the Recorder accordingly declared Hud- 
son not guilty.

NATIONAL BANKRUPT LAW. One 
of the most important questions in this 
country is the establishment of a gen- 
eral bankrupt law by Congress. It is 
certainly a disgrace to à great and 
civilized country like the United States 
that the laws relating to bankruptcy 
and divorces should differ so widely 

in the various States of the Union, 
Much interest is taken in the Torrey 
Bankrupt Bill, which.is to come up 
again at the next session of Congress. 
A trade paper, the Tobacco Leaf, thus 
sums up the good features of this law: 
“That the assets of persons who can- 
not or will not pay their debts will be 


taken charge of by and be distributed 
ra tably among thelr creditors. 


financial transactions by engendering 
confidence, and by doing away with 
the uncertalinttes which beget sus- 
picions and breed trouble. 

‘That an equitable and safe guide 
will be furnished for the settlement of 
transactions which are now left un- 
settled by the varying rules of law in 
force in the several States. 

That dishonest men will be pre- 
vented from outdoing their honest com- 
petitors by chicanery and fraud, and 
in turn Swindling their creditors. 

That large concerns will be pre- 
vented from securing. assignments for 
their benefit by threats against their 
small debtors, and thereby succeed in 
collecting dollar for dollar of their in- 
debtedness, while other creditors of the 
Same class are prevented from collect- 
ing any part of their debts. 

That the unfair appropriation of 
assets, through the instrumentality of 
judgments by confession and attach- 
ments by connivance, will de pre- 
vented. 

“That the assets of insolvents will 
be protected from the depredations of 
persons holding fraudulent claims. 

That creditors will be furnished 
with ample opportunities to investigate 
the transactions of their debtors and 
to secure such part of the assets as 
they may be entitled to equitably. 

That bankrupts, and other persons 
having a knowledge of their affairs, 
may be examined under oath as to the 
whereabouts of assets and all mat- 
ters pertaining to the administration 
of their estates. 

“That the prompt compromise or ar- 
bitration of controversies at small ex-

That men who are in business, and 
who have obtained goods on credit 
Which have not been paid for, will be 
punished if they pledge, pawn or dis- 
pose of such goods otherwise than in the 
ordinary course of business. 

‘That secreting, concealing, remov- 
ing, mutilating or falsifying books, 
deeds, writings or documents relating 
to property will become a crime, and 
will be punished by imprisonment. 

“That insolverts will be punished 
who attempt to account for missing 
property by fictitious losses or expense. 

That bankrupts will be imprisoned 
who conceal from their trustees any 
property belonging to their estates. 

“That by having such a law Lerma- 
nently upon the statute books of the 
government, commercial crises will be 
less likely to occur, and if they do, it 
will be of incalculable aid in restoring 
commerce to its natural state. 

It is a matter of common knowledge 
that dishonest men have so far imposed 
upon the confidence of the better 
classes; have so frequently taken ad- 
vantage of the ineffectiveness of State 
insolvent laws by committing commer- 
cial wrongs; have engendered so much 
suspicion between the business men of 
different sections, that this law is de- 
manded for the protection of those men 
who entertain the purpose of dealing 
fairly, and without infringing the rights 
of their fellow-men. 

“The machinery of this measure is 
plain and simple, and it can be readily 
and speedily enforced. Its enactment 
will put a stop to wild speculations 
with the money of creditors, and reck- 
less dealing in merchandise which bas 
not been paid for; decrease the number 
of commercial failures, and increase 
the dividends paid by insolvent estates: 
extend confidence between the honest 
men of the country: reduce the hazard 
of doing business; protect the interests 
of the debtor and creditor classes alike, 
and give an impetus to our commerce.”

ORANGE WINE. The Times has 
frequently suggested that more atten- 
tion should be paid to the manufacture 
of by-products of citrus fruit, Which in 
Europe is an important industry, 
yielding large profits, but here in Cal- 
ifornia is almost entirely |. neglected. 
Among other products that are manu- 
factured from inferior grades of or- 
anges is orange-wine. According to the 
Riverside Press, L. H. Gardner of 
Azusa has shipped a carload of orange 
wine, made from selected culls. He 
learned the correct formula in Florida. 
The output of his winery is said to be 
large, and is a source of considerable

CONDITION OF TRADE. Dun & 
Co. report as follows: 

The volume of general trade shows 
an increase the past week. Jobbers 
report business good and retailers say 
trade is more active, the larger dry 
goods houses especially reporting in- 
creaged business.

dry goods firm. The city, while wen 
supplied fop-distribution in other lines, 
is in this essentially wanting. This 
lack hampers particularly the buyer 
rounding up the stock of a neral 
merchandise store, and thus deflects 
considerable trade in all lines, 

The stimulating effect of a fall trade 
is plainly seen in all manufactured 
lines. Foundries and machine shops 
and planing mill are well employed, 
many running over-time. Liberal offer- 
ings of the new bean crop cause a 
tendency to shade quoted prices. In- 
creased orders from the East have de- 
veloped more activity in dried fruits. 
One of the leading slippers states that 
carloads of assorted fruits are con- 
stantly moving now, and for the past 
ten days there have been no rejections 
in choice grades. 


Banks report deposits increas!ng, with 
good demand for commercial loans. 
here has been only one failure in 
Southern California in the last week, 
with abilities of $4500, assets $1200, 
making a total of eight for the month, 
with liabilities of $21,000, assets $6000. 
In October, 1894, there were ten failures, 
with Mabilities of $25,000, assets $11,000.

INVITING MANUFACTURERS. 
Now that Los Angoles is in possession 
of what we have so long desired—cheap 
fuel—it is now. about time that an at- 
tempt should be made to re-establish 
the Manufacturers’ Association, which 
formerly existed here, or something 
of a similar nature. The association 
went to pieces during the boom, when 
nearly everybody was too busy mark- 
ing up the prices on their city lots to 
give any time to such trifles as manu- 
facturing enterprises. After the boom 
was over a committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce did a considerable amount 
of good work in this Ine, dtssenil- 
nating much information in the East 
among manufacturers, but of late the 
question appears to have been allowed 
to drop entirely out of sight. 

A few years ago the proprietors of 
several important manufacturing es- 
tablishments who were on the point 
of coming to Los Angeles to locate. 
said: “We shall come as soon as you. 
have coal at 85 a ton.” We can now 
offer them fuel, which is more easily 


alent to less than $2.50 per ton for | 
coal. Now is the time to make an ef- 
fort to induce manufacturers to locate 
here. It is all very well to try and 
find outside markets tor our oll, but 

the mean time we should not lose 
sight of the still more important task 
of establishing manufactures which’ 
will consume the oil at home and sup- 
port a large population.

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Nordau’s Errors. 


(October Century:) Even though 
starting from a new and just position, 
Nordau has gone astray. Convinced 
of the scope ot the new psychiatric 
weapon which he had in his hands, he 
has so far overshot the mark as to im- 
pair the effect of his purpose. More 
alienist than the alienists, he no sooner 
finds a neurotic or maddish author 
han he thinks his work itself can be 
demolished. Thus, after having dem- 
onstrated by a very subtle analysis 
that in Wagner the philosophic idcas 
concerning life are contradictory or 
archaic—such as the idea of the strug- 
gle between the flesh and the soul, or 
between the spirit and the senses—ae 
concludes that Wagner was, therefore, 
crazy, and not a genius. Likewise, be- 
cause of Tolstoi’s mysticism, or his de- 
structive ideas on love and science, he 
deems Tolstoi insane and his books 
nonsense. 

But probably all geniuses have the 
eccentricities, and even the delirious 
ideas which he notices in Tolstol, 
Wagner and Ibsen. The last chapter 
of Goethe's Wilhelm Meister“ is more 
incomprehensible and extravagant than 
the ideas of Tolstot; while Balzacs 
scientific opinions, and his innumerable 
fluids, would find mates in the litera- 
ture of insane asylums. To demon- 
strate that geniuses are insane is not 
difficult, because as I and others be- 
fore me have shown, genius is a form 
of degenerative neurosis. Certainly 
Poictevin, Mallarme and Ghil are de- 
generates and even mattoids. Sota 
Wagner and Swinburne may be ma 
or degenerate, but in addition to the 
qualities just named, and which be- 
long to the ordinary insane, they have 
genius; this is what Nordau has too 
frequently forgotton. Degeneration, 
for one who follows by theories, Inste@4 
of destroying, fortifies the diagno 
which proves them to be geniuses, and 
enlarges its range; because only the 
mediocre have not maddish forms, for 
the very reason that they lack fecund 
originality, which is the basis of ge- 
nius. 

The man of genius is a man who 
does better than his contemporaries, 
and in a different way; he is, there- 
fore, an abnormal being, an exception, 
He is different from his environment, 
he is not completely sane as to his in- 
tellect; he has many physiological and 
psychological blemishes; he is affiicted 
either by the delirlum or persecution, 
or by megalomania, or by religious de- 
Urtum, more often by psychic epilepsy.

morning. Yesterday afternoon and this 
forenoon were largely taken up with 
expert testimony as to the extent of

The weather here this fall has been 
unsurpassed in recent years.

The bones of the 
face were broken, some of them pressed 
downward until there would be the 
effect of dazing the victim, so the 
doctor testified, and he did not think 
that after suffering such injuries 
Bohm was rational or that he was in 
a condition that he could appreciate 
that Button had withdrawn from the 
combat. 

Dr. 8. G. Huff was also called, being 
on the stand again this morning, and 
while of the opinion that Bohm’s in- 
juries would probably make him in- 
capable of reasoning, he admitted that 
if he went to where his gun was stand- 
ing, and loaded it, as if preparing to 
shoot Button, it would indicate a 
measure of reason. 

With the recalling of Claude Hen- 
derson, and the introduction of some 
other testimony, the prosecution re:.ted. 

Byron Waters, the attorney for the 
defense, made his first point by a mo- 
tion for the admission of Claude Hen- 
derson's testimony at the coroner’s in- 
quest. This differs in one important 
particular from his evidence given in 
the present trial, and in a way which 
is favorable to the defense. | 

At the inquest he testified that after 
he received his gun, Bohm pointed it at 
Button and snapped the hammer, and 
that it was after this that Button or- 
dered him to “drop it,“ and ended by 
shooting him. When he. was on the 
stand yesterday, Henderson's - testi- 
mony was to the effect that Bohm was 
simply holding the gun under his arm, 
and the witness could not remember 
that he had pointed the gun at Button 
or tried to shoot. ; 

Attorney Waters carried his point, 


and the evidence from the inquest was 
admitted.

THE GRAND JURY MAKES A SEN- 
SATIONAL REPORT. 


Severely Scored but no Indict- 
ments Returned—A Shortage of 


BAKERSFIELD, Oct. 31.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Late this afternoon the 
grand jury brought in its report and 
presented it to the Superior Court. 
Contrary to expectations the report 
was not accompanied by any further 
indictments. This, it is believed, was 
caused by the fact developed today 
that the grand jury is likely to be de- 
clared illegal and all its work null 
fled and indictments heretofore found 
dismissed. Today the jury was sum- 
moned to appear in court and be ex- 
amined on the charge of prejudice in 
the case of several indictments of 
county officers. A surprise was sprung, 
however, when the attorneys for the 
defendants challenged the right ef C. 
A. Schmiedte to sit on the jury on the 
ground that he had never been 
properly naturalized. This claim was 
borne out by Schmiedte’s own testi- 
mony, and the court took the motion 
under visement till November 18, 
saying the point had never been rdised 
and he would examine it closely. 

Immediately thereafter the reports of 
the grand jury and Expert Moore were 
filed and the jury was then finally dis- 


charged. The report has caused a pro- 
found sensation, largely on account of 
charges made without indictments be- 
ing found. The report is a scorcher. 
It is no respecter of persons, and the 
names of prominent officials are men- 
tioned with reprobation, in wholesale 
fashion. Ex-supervisors and present 
supervisors are scored, if not for ac- 
tual dishonesty, at least for gross 
negligence. 

Present and past officials, as well, 
are also hauled over the coals; the 
coyote scalp frauds are dealt with, and
